Council's investigating eommit- 
tee’g bunco report, decimated by 
council itself, several weeks ago, 
was utterly annihilated last night 
by the board of police commission- 
ers. 

When that committee reported 
back to council after seven weeks 
of probing, its recommendations car- 
ried with them the urgenry of the 
necessity for the board of police 
commissioners to cease to exist. The 
.board of police commissioners Tues- 
day night decided against official 
suicide by a vote of 8 to 5. 

As Commissioner John McClelland 
expressed it, the board can’t be abol- 
ished except by legislative enact- 
ment, and the Jegislature is too 
cose to adjournment to do anything 
now, so what the board thinks about 
the matter will have no tangible 
effect under any circumstances. 

Refuse House Cleaning. 

With this action also went these 
recommendations, which provide for 
a wholesale house cleaning in the] 
péllee department, the substitution 
of the merit system for the ciwil 
service syetem, the abolition of the 
detective department as a separate 
entity, the election of a chief of 
police, who shall be responsible to 
council and not to the board and’ 
who should rule the department act- 
ually, 

Mayor Key contended that all 
these proposals were automatically

Government Enters Trade Field,

nounced the Chicago board of trade 
as “the greatest gambling hell in 
the world.” and declared the small 


gambler in grain futures had no 
more chance to win “than the game- 
ster in a gambling house where they 
used marked cards and loaded dice.” 

The bill, Caper said, aims to cor- 
rect these evils: 

1. Market manipulation .by large 
operators. 

2. Dissemination of false crop in- 
formation. 

3. Gambling in 
“puts” and. “calls.” . 

4. Promiscuous and unrestricted 
speculation in foodstuffs. 

5, Arbitrary interference with the 
law of supply and demand.

TO REDUCE EXPENSES 
OVER HALF BILLION 


Melion’s Plan for New 
Taxes and _ Increased 
Postage Abandoned, De- 
clare Reports. 


Washington, August 9$,—Reduc- 
tions of approximately $600,000,000 
in taxes and $520,000,000 in govern- 
ment expenditures this fiscal year 
were agreed upon late today at a 
eonference between President Har- 
ding, Scretary Mellon and repub- 
lican leaders of the house of rep- 
resentatives, including members of 
the ways and means committee. 

Specific tax reductions on which 
it was announced agreement had 
been reached, included: 

Repeal of the excess profits tax, 
retroactive to last January 1, $450,- 
000,000. 

Repeal of one-half of the trans- 
portation tax, effective next Janu- 
ary 1, $130,000,000. 

Repeal of the higher income sur- 
taxes, retroactive to last January l, 
$90,000,000. 

Repeal.of the _S0- -called nuisance 
and clothing luxury taxes, $50,- 
000,000.

Tragically marking the second 
day of the junior chamber of com- 
merce’s “no accident” week in its 


safety first campaign, J. B. Tanner, 


of Norman Park, Ga., was killed and 
his wife was seriously injured when 
an automobile driven by Tanner was 
smashed to pieces on the Camp- 
bellton crossing near Fort McPher- 
son, by an’ Atlanta and West Point 
accommodation. 

Mrs. Morris Flatauer, of 69 Wind- 
sor street, who was driving on Lee 
street alongside of the railroad, was 
struck and painfully injured on the 
hand by a tire which flew from 
Tanner's car when the train hurled 
the machine and its occupants sev- 
eral feet through the air. 

R, V. Dougherty, who lives on 
Lee street directly opposite the 
crossing, was one of the first per- 
sons to reach tite victims. He stat- 
ed that when he reached Tanner 
An am- 
bulance was summoned and the vic- 
tims were sent to the military hos- 
pital at Fort McPherson. Tanner 
died before arriving there. Mrs. 
Tanner lost consciousness shortly 
after being placed in.the ambu- 
lance, and late Tuesday night was 
ina critical condition. 3 

Was Dodging Train,

Was apparently dodging an inbound 
freight train, fdifed to eee the ap- 
proaching outbound train and drove 
directly in front of it. A large 
crowd was soon attracted to the 
scene. Residents of East Point and 
College Park, returning home from 
their work in the city, alighted 
from trolley cars by scores. Many 
automobile: parties went from At- 
lanta to view the wreckage for 
hours after the accident.

The governor protested his ar- 
rest until the last, charging perse- 
cution and asserting his innocence, 
but the sheriff of Sangamon county 
was adament and insisted on tak- 
ing the governor from the executive 
mansion to the courthouse where 
Abraham Lincoln used to practice 
law, before accepting the bonds. 
There the governor gave surety for 
$50,000 and went his way to await 
trial on the charge of defrauding 
the people of the etate of some §2,~ 
000, 000 while state treasurer through 
alleged failuyé to turn ovér to the 
state the proper interest on state 
funds. P

‘WITHOUT CHANGE 


Appropriation Measure Is 

Now Ready for : the 
Signature of Governor 
Thomas Hardwick. 


WALKER QUITS FIGHT 
TO INCREASE PENSIONS 


Efforts to: Obtain More 
Funds for University of 
Georgia and. Vocational 
Training Beaten. 


The appropriation bill of the 
house was passed by the senate last 
Tuesday night without a single 
amendment being incorporated in 
the measure as passed by the lewer 
house. Veterans of the legislature 
declare that this is the first time 
that such ‘a thing has occurred in 
history. 

In taking such action leaders of 
the senate declared that they were 
killing all amendments in order to 
prevent the measure from going 
back to the house, which action, 
they declared, would cause an ex- 
tra session. Governor Hardwick 
was present during most of the 
night senate Session and strongly 
igponsored the pian te ‘thep th® meas- 
ure from going back to the house. 

The first hint that it was. planned 
to keep the house from getting 
hold of the bill again came when 
Senator Walker, chairman. of the 
appropriation committee, after a 
short conference with Governor 
Hardwick entered the senate and 

thdrew ithe amendment that he 
had fought so hard for in the com- 
mittee room Tuesday afternoon in- 
creasing the Confederate pensions 
$250,060. 

Walker Changes Stand. 

Senator Walker had declared that 
he would not vote for the appropri- 
ation bill if it.did not carry the in- 
crease for the Confederate pénsions. 
However, after his conference with 
the governor, he withdrew his op- 
position and it was seen that the 
program had definitely been decided 
upon to pass the bill in absolute 
conformity with the house. Con- 
sequently the measure is now ready 
for the signature of, the governor. 

Senator Walker in taking this 
step which caused a stir of excite- 
ment, declared that: he was with- 
drawing his fight for increased pen- 
sions at the request of the commis- 
sioner of pensions. He deciared,

Los Angeles, Cal. August 9.— 
John D. Kennedy, father of John 
Belton Kennedy, young broker who 
Was slain at his summer bungalow 
at Beverly Glen last Friday night, 
made an, impassioned plea for “jus- 
tice” at the inquest late Tuesday. 

Mrs. Madalynne Obenchain, held 
with Arthur Courtney ‘Burch in 
connection with the murdér, had 
made every attempt to force his 
son to marry her and failed, he said. 
He declared that his son’s death 
was a deliberately planned murder. 

The coroner’s jury found a ver- 
dict of “death from gunshot wounds 
inflicted with intent to commit 
murder and by person unknown.” 

This verdict was asked by the 
district attorney’s office so they 
would not have to reveal all of 
their evidence. They intend to pre- 
sent this evidence to the grand jury 
as scon as possible, probably 
Wednesday. According to Deputy 


Sheriff Joseph Nolan, sufficient ev- 
idence is available to secure an in- 
dictment against burch.

Played in the tragic death of the 
man for whom she professes undy- 
ing love is still an unravelled mys- 
tery to the police.

Reiterates Love for K edy. 

To reporters Tuesday Mrs. Oben- 
chain reiterated her love for Ken- 
nedy and wept bitterly as she told 
of her hopes for their marriage. 
Again she told of the happy evening 
she spent with her fiance, of the 
visit to his deserted bungalow in an 
isolated canyon, of the gun flashes 
that broke the darkness as they 
Were aPout to enter, and of the 
flight of two men through bushes, 
and the death of her lover with the 
words, “Good night, Madalynne.” 

But the discovery-of a letter writ- 
ten by Mrs. Obenchain, according to 
investigators, and signed “Mrs. 
Belton Kennedy,” furnished hitherto 
unknown possibilities in the strange 
case, : 

“It seems as if every particle of 
faith Il have ever possessed hasbeen 
broken, yet deep in my- heart be- 
lieve that some day you are coming 
—it may be only the goodness of 
God that permits me to retain that 
thought so that I can ‘play on’ until 
the end,” the letter stated. . 

“I have thought some of going 
away. In fact at one time I was 
ready to leave, but I have decided to 
remain here at least for a while— 
as long as duty plays such an im- 
portant part in your life—why 
shouldn’t it also in mine? 

“How much unnecessary trouble 
could have been avoided if I had 
understood you and you had under- 
stood me. My Belton, why do you 
always do the things. that others 
prophecy you will do and never do 
the things I have faith in your do- 
ing? 

“T never want to see California 
again unless I am with you (the 
letter was written in Evanston, it 
is believed). Please be happy, Bel- 
ton. 

Mystery in Curtain’s Fall. 


“We never know when the curtain 
may fall for the last time and love 
is all there is to this earthly life 
that is of any value. You ‘have 
strength of character enough to 
know whether you are doing right 
or wrong. I want you strang enough 
to do what you-.want té do, br I do 
not want you at all.” 

This letter, investigators believe, 
was intended to make Kennedy come 
to some decision regarding his pro- 
posed marriage to Mrs. Obenchain.

Washimgton, August 9,—Congress, 
in the light of today’s ‘develop- 
ments, hopes to begin a month’s 
recess about the end of next week. 

After a conference with Presi- 
dent Harding, republican leaders of 
the senate and house indicated that 
both would remain continuously in 
session until the house has passed 
the tax revision bill, which Chair- 
man Fordney of the ways and means 
committee, told the president would 
be reported Monday. 


In that event, Representative 
Mondell, of Wyoming, the repuhbli- 
can leader, announced that it could 
be put ‘through the house by Au- 
gust 20, or- possibly a day or, two 
later. The president, at a confer- 
ence today with Senators Lodge 
and Curtis igs understood to have 
opposed a senate recess before pas- 
sage .of the tax measure by the 
house, and the plan urged by ‘many 
senators for three-day recesses be- 
ginning Monday is said to have beén 
abandoned. . 

Expedite Business. 

*"Very s00n after the passage of 
the tax bill by the house,” said Mr. 
Mondell, “I believe we can stand 
in recess for at least thirty days, 
while the senate finance committee 
is working on the tax and tariff 
bills. This. will be expediting tit 
public business, for in that way the 
finance committee can work unin- 
terruptedly and make greater head- 
way.” 

Complete enactment of the farm- 
ers’ relief program prior to the pro- 
posed adjournment, passage by the 
house of the tax revision bill and 
of a measure to extend the emer- 
gency tariff bill until the perma- 
nent measure is enacted were said 
to have been insisted upon by the 
president, in his conferences. He 
also was said to have expressed the 
desire for passage of the adminis- 
tration bill to fund the railroads’ 
debts to the government, but was 
represented as reluctantly willing 
to let the railroad legislation go 
over wntil after the recess, if as- 
surances were given of its enact- 
ment by early fall. 

Rail Bill in Way. 

The railroad bill was said to be 
an obstacle in the adjournment 
program, but senate republican 
leaders gave the president little 
hope that the bill might be report- 
ed at least to the senate and its 
consideration begun before congress 
takes a vacation. 

Work on. the bill was begun to- 
day by the senate interstate coOm- 
merce commission, which heard Di- 
rector Meyer of the War Finance 
corporation, who advocated the 
measure as a means of general eco- 
nomic restoration. He is to con- 
clude his statement tomorrow and 
be followed by Director General Da- 
vis of the railroad administration. 

Agricultural religgf measures 
which the president @eisres enact- 
ed before the proposed adjourn- 
ment are the agricuitural credits 
bill, the Capper-Tincher bill to 
stop grain gambling, the packer 
control bil] and the new measure 
to extend the emergency tariff 
law, which would expire Novem- 
ber 10. 


Other Bills. 


Other bills whose enactment be- 
fore the receSs are planned include 
the Willis-Campbell anti-beer bill 
and the deficiency measure for the 
shipping board. The latter, reduced 
from $125.000,000 to $48,600,000, is 
scheduled for passage by the house 
in a few days and by the senate 
early next week. i 
Settlements with the railroads, it 
was said today, were continuing at 
the rate of $25,000,000 or $30,000,- 
000 a month but reney could not be 
continued indefinitely without cone- 
gressional action to enable the pay- 
ments to be met. 

For this reason, it was explained, 
President Harding was desirous that 
the War Finance corporation's pow- 
ers should be broadened so that the 
organization. might proceed with the 
liquidation of railroad paper held 
by the railroad administration and 
provide the funds for final settle- 
ment with the carriers. 

President Harding, it was said, in 
his negotiatoins with the railway 
executives, has reached an agree- 
ment that the roads in presenting 
their claims would waive “ineffi- 
ciency of labor” to make a final set- 
tlement.

The first effort to 
make a change in the program. was 
an amendment offered. on the floor 
by Senator Ellis increasing the vo- 
vational ‘education appropriation 
from the house rant of 
$39,000 to $55,523. This amend- 
ment was promptly killed. Senator 
Ellis made an urgent plea for -the 


‘raise declaring that the vocational 


work could not be carried on in the 
statt in the right kind of manner 
if the increase was not granted. 

Senator Foy then introduced an 
amendment increasing the appro- 
piration of the house for the Uni- 
versity of Georgia from $85,000 to 
the $95,000 amount granted last 
year. This also was killed by a 
25 to 18 vote. Senators Foy and 
Hutchins made addresses, telling of 
the urgent needs of the university, 
ee committee’s decision was up- 

eld. 

Senators Wohelwender, Walker 
and Nix led the fight to kill all 
amendments to the house bill except 
the Walker pension fund increase. 
They declared that if one door was 
opened for increases far -institu- 
tions all would have to be, and that 
this would mean the defeat of the 
measure when it got back to the 
house. 

Senator Wohlwender declared, in 
urging the senate to adhere strictly 
to the committee’s increase, program: 
“This bill‘is not perfect, of course, 
and all institutions: are not recei- 
ing what is due them. However, if 
we want anything at all, we will 
have to take .what the house has 
sént us, because I understand that 
if we make changes in the Dill, they 
will attempt to kill all appropria- 
tions simuly out of spite.’ 


Attacks Dictation. 


Senator Hutchins, in fighting for 
the increase for the University of 
Georgia, Vigorously attacked this 
system of having the house and ap- 
propriation committee dictate to this 
senate. He declared: “We should 
deliberate on each appropriation 
upon its merit, and not upon a bian- 
ket ge of starving the institutions 
of the state simply because we are 
being bulldozed by a few men who 
aretrying to scare us into thinking 
that the house willl kill this measure 
es, site if we don’t stick to their 
plan.” 

When the University of Georgia 
increase was killed at about 7 
O'clock the body decided to take 
a recess and meet again at night to 
finish the bill, 

It is the opinion of leaders ir-the 
body that the program of the ap- 
propriation committee will be foi- 
lowed out to the letter. ? 

When the appropriation commit- 
tee filed their report recommending 
that the appropriation bill pass as 
the house sent it over, with the ex- 
ception of incorporating the Waiker 
pension amendment.in it, a minority 
report by eleven members of the 
appropriation committee was filed 
protesting against this plan. 

This minority report was signed 
by Senators Lassiter, Manson, Akin, 
Rountree, John Jones, David, oy, 
Wall, Brown, Thorpe and Peacock. 

During the session of the appro- 
priation ccmmittee which lasted all 
day none of the special appropria- 
tion bills of the house were acted 
On aS the entire time was taken up 
by the general appropriation bill. 


Delegations Are Heard. 


During the morning session of the 
committee a number of delegations 
were heard from and when the 
hearings were finished the bill was 
taken up. The committee then rec- 
ommended to pass amendments to 
increase the house appropriations as 
follows: For the Universitv of Geor- 
gia from $85,000 to $95,000: for vo- 
cational education from $39,000 to 
$55,523; for Georgia Tech. from 
$112,500 to $125,000, and for the 
State college to meet the Smith- 
Lever fund from $100,000 for 1922 to 
$151,000 and for 1923 from $100,000 
to $175,000. 

However when the game commite- 
tee met in the afternoon Senator 
Wohlwender made a motion that. al] 
the amendments recommending in- 
creases be reconsidered. This mo- 
tion was carried by a 13 to 12 vote. 
Then he movedethat the committee 
report the bill to the senate just 
as it had been sent over from the 
house with the exceptfon of the 
Walker pension increase amend- 
ment. This motion was then pass- 
ed 14 to 13. 

Senator Nix seconded Senator 
Wohlwender’s motion declaring, “If 
we put any amendments on this bill 
it will go back to the house and 
there it will get tied up’and as a re- 
sult we won’t get any appropria- 
tions at all.

Chicago, August 9.—A secret bal-| 
lot by the shop employees of the 
Pennsylvania railroad to select a 
committee for negotiation of work- 


ing agreements with the road’s of- 
ficials was directed by the United 
States railroad labor board today, 
in a supplementary ruling on the 
recent shop crafts decision. 

The decision, which ordered a 
new election of an employees’ com- 
mittee and which cancelled agree- 
ments reached by the road with a 
committee elected by a general’vote, 
previously directed that the name 
of the employee voti should ap- 
pear on the ballot. 

The ruling today ordered that the 
conference directed by the original 
decision to be held on or before 
August 10 should arrange a plan of 
election to insure “the absolute 
secrecy of the ballot.” 

With only one day left to hold 
the conference under the board’s 
order, Pennsylvania officials here 
said that no conference had yet 
been held to their kno#iedge. and 
further said that they knew of no 
arrangements for a conference to- 
day or tomorrow. Reports in rail- 
road circles said that the Pennsyl- 
vania was not expected to take 
any action to comply with the 
board’s decision.

BY LOCAL ATTORNEY 


Sam C. Crane, prominent membety 


of the Atlanta bar who was active 
in securing the passage through thg 
genera] assembly of the measure 
regulating professional bondsmen, 


now takes the position that an ef- 
fort is being made to invalidate the 
act and he wants the public to know 


the situation, of which he says: 


“The men composing the combina- 
tions in the handling of crftminal 
cases, their headquarters being at 
the police headquarters, are now 
boldly claiming that they will con- 
tinue to do business against house 
bill No. 271. recently passed by both 
houses of the genera! assembly, this, 
bill, on account of its importance, 
being given the right of way that 
its passage at this session would be 
certain. As passed, the measure 
regulates the several bondsmen nui- 
sance and is thoroughly meritorious. 

“They claim that the legislature 
had no right to tell them what they 
shall charge and where they shall 
stay and operate their business, or 
how they shali conduct their busi- 
ness in the interest of the courts 
and the public. They state that they 
will stand on their constitutional 
rights as business men and will not 
stand to be interfered with by any 
legislative act. 


Feel Insulted. 


“This combination and police po- 
liticians feel that the legislature 
has insulted them, and they are pre- 
pared, no doubt, with the use of 
large sums of money controlled by 
the combination made and garnered 
in during the past ten years, to com- 
bat any effort to dislodge them from 
power in handling and controlling 
of criminal matters in the courts. 

“They rely largely upon political 
powers behind their throne, which 
have been their support in the past. 
They alse rely on police politicians 
and groups of good citizens who for- 
merly used them as allies for po- 
litical purposes, not believing the 
lawyers in their statements of true 
conditions, that have recently devel- 
oped and brought disgrace to At- 
lanta, which this act of the general] 
assembly is intended to remedy, and 
which police politicians and the 
combination boldly state will be ig- 
nored, 

Plans of Combination. 


“They will cease operations for a 
short time, that the public may for- 
get, but only a short time asua bluff. 
They in the meantime intend to have 
the names of professional bondsmen, 
their addresses and phone numbers 
on slips of paper, to be posted at 
police hé&dquarters to be shown 
prisoners that they may be called, 
and in this way to keep in touch 
with headquarters while absent. 

“The workings of the combinations 
are invisible and can only be seen 
by men who know their game. The 
police politicians know the game and 
where to get funds to hold their 
power. 

‘“*As to the right to do business as 
professional bondsmen becoming 
sureties on criminal bonds for pay, 
this right as a business is unknown 
to the common law, and in fact is 
obnoxious to the law and the courts 
and has always been recognized as 
such. But in large cities the sign- 
ing of criminal bonds as sureties in 
cases for compensation has become 
necessary and so recognized as a 
necessary eVil in a few cases and 
permitted, This act, bill No. 271 in 
question, gives the necessary re- 
strictions to guard against wrong 
and oppression, and as passed does 
not recognize this professional 
bond§men business for commercia] 
punposes.”

Sutton and Troutman Speak 
To League of Women Voters 


BY FLORA 8, OZBURN. 

Professor W. A. Sutton and Rob- 
ert Troutman addressed the mem- 
bers of the Atlanta League of 
Women Voters at a luncheon which 
took place at the Chamber of Com- 
merce cafe yesterday, and which 
was well attended. Mr. Sutton 
Spoke in favor of the increase in 
the tax rate, while Mr. Troutman 
opposed the increase. 

Mrs. J. T. Stephenson, acting as 
hostess for the league, presided and 
introduced the speakers, first pre- 
Senting Mr. Sutton, who stated in 
the offset that he was speaking for 
the increase as it affects the public 
School system of Atlanta. “As gu- 
perintendent of schools, what I am 
Darticularly and vitally interested 
in 1s the welfare of the 32,000 
school children, for whom I desire 
the very best advantages.” 

Mr. Sutton outlined the benefits 
to be derived by the schools in case 
the increase is voted on favorably 
by the people, August 31, stating 
that 26 per cent of the gross income 
of the city would be turned 
over to the department of education 
for the schools, instead of 22 per 
cent of the amount. of the ad 
valorem taxes collected by the city 
as now, in addition to the asatate 
School appropriation, which will 
approximate $170,000 this year, and 
the non-resident tuition fees. Mr. 
Sutton further explained that, ac- 
cording to the bill passed by this 
session of the legislature, to be sub- 
mitted to the people August 31 for 
approval, the city will assume all 
the interest and sinking fund on the 
bonds issued for schools and to be 
issued for school purposes. 

Necessary for Bond Issue. 
“By voting for the increase on 


August 31 the voters of Atlanta 


Will make secure the issue of 
$8,850.000 bonds which we. worked 
so hard and voted for fm the 
spring,’ said Mr. Sutton. “This 
bond issue was absolutely con- 
tingent upon an increase in our tax 
rate from $1.25 to $1.50, and this 


fact was so stated time and time 
again in meetings held just prior 
to the bond election. 

“The schools will receive such a 
Zreat percentage of this increase 
that it is warranted despite the 
additional cost to us in taxes. It 
will not mean much of a sacrifice 
on the part of the people in the 
way of extra taxation, yet it will 
amount to a great deal im the edu- 
cational life of our children. 

“We have the lowest tax rate of 
any city in the United States of 
Similar standing This is not hear- 
say, but facts.” Mr. Sutton gave 
Statistics showing comparisons with 
other cities, adding that the ma- 
jority of the cities of the size of 
Atlanta have had funds left to them 
by wealthy citizens, for the sup- 
Port of their public schools. . “Bos- 
ton children get more from be- 
quests than Atlanta spends in toto 
on her school children,” continued 
Mr. Sutton. 

Professor Sutton is firmly con- 
vinced that the schools will be 
forced to close in case the increase 
does not go into effect. “The schoo] 
department is already about $500,- 
000 behind, with absolutely no pros- 
pect to care for this deficit and get 
ahead, under’ existing circum- 
stances. The only alternative, in 
case of failure to get the increase, 
is a public subscription in order to 
keep the schools running, as Mr. 
Sutton views the situation now con- 
fronting the city. 

“If the schools close,” concluded 
Mr. Sutton, “every dollar’s worth

“I want to say that 
we, ail appreciate fully the needs 
of our public schools and the need, 
generally, to uplift with education 
the state of Georgia from illiteracy. 
The greatest remedy for relieving 
the situation is through the public 
school system, and our legislature 
now votes 50 per cent of its entire 
revenue to the cause of education. 
Atlanta devotes 22 per cent. and of 
course it is not enough.

Not 49 per cent 
of the county's revenue {s spent in 
the city of Atlanta. which is de- 
cidedly unfair. Where does the 
money £0? 


“IT am heartily in favor of paying | 


the teachers well. I do not want 
to see their salaries decreased, and 
1 believe our schools should have 
more money; but I am not in favor 
of an increase in the tax rate in 
this day of decrease, generally. in 
prices. The schools should receive 
& greater percentage of the city’s 
present income.’

HEALTH TALKS

ARE EXERCISES GOOD FOR 
RUPTURE? 

Hernia (commonly called breech 
or rupture) is a protrusion through 
Some weakened place in the ab- 
dominal wall of some abdominal 


structure, such as a portion: of 
bowel or of the fatty apron or 
omentum which covers the bowels 
or of some other abdominal organ. 
The protrusion or bulging is most 
frequently seen in the groin, less 
frequently at the navel, still less 
frequently at other places. Whether 
the rupture is first noticed soon 
after birth or many years after 
birth, generally there is a congen- 
ital defect or weakness in the ab- 
dominal wall; that is to say, a 
fault of development by reason of 
which a protrusion or giving occurs 
at some point under the effect of 
those temporary increases of pres- 
Sure associated with such efforts as 
crying, coughing, lifting, straining 
or any vigorous muscular effort. 
In a very few instances hernia 
spontaneously disappears even after 
Several months, in an infant; prac- 


tically never in an older child or an 
adult. No known appliance or treat- 
ment, other than operation, can be 
reasonably deemed curative, there- 
fore. No one who is not hopelessly 
disabled from other co-existing 
cause should go through life handi- 
capped and menaced hourly by such 
a curable condition as hernia. 


The usual inguinal or groin hernia 
is a protrusion which follows the 
path of the inguinal canal through 


the lower part of the abdominal 
wall, a path or tunnel which is 
closed at birth, yet patu- 
lous—for it is the passageway of 
important arteries, veins, nerves, 
lymphatic vessels and ducts, Some- 
times the protruding structure en- 
ters only ‘the upper end of this 
canal, the bulging peting called in- 
complete hernia; sometimes it passes 
through the canal into the scrotal 
sac to form a compfete or scrotal 
hernia. The ever-present danger in 
any type of hernia in any situation 
is that the part protruded may be- 
come strangulated-~-tnat is, have its 
circulation choked off by contrac- 
tion or swéHing about the orifice 
from which jit protrudes, That 
emergency ‘calis for very prompt 
operation as a life-saving measure. 
Strangulation may occur in any 
case at any time. 

Since hernia is a congenital de- 
fect, due to faulty muscular develop- 
ment of the abdominal wall, at 


least in part, it is true that a cer- 
tain preventive value attaches to 
careful development of the abdom- 
inal muscles by exercise adapted to 
the individual requirements. 

In general, one taking such exer- 
cises should lie on the back with 
the shoulders lower than the hips 
by a few inches, and practice slow- 
ly elevating one leg to vertical and 
lowering it again, a number of 
times, from three to forty, accord- 
ing to condition and experience; 
then the other leg, and finally both 
together, breathing in as the legs 
are elevated and out as they are 
lowered. Then practice drawing the 
body to a sitting posture from the 
supine, without elevating the heels 
from the floor. Some such seance, 
regularly and faithfully carried out, 
with no restricting clothing or 
truss on, twice a day, .over many 
months, will unquestionably prevent 
the occurrence of hernia in many 
instances of congenital tendency 
thereto, but will not cure a frank 
hernia, °

Louisiana Is Now ShowingW ay 
In Program for Better Schools

The same fight against 
greater appropriations for scho@ls 
was waged on the floors of the cah- 
vention halls that has been wag 
in Georgia, but in Louisiana it was 
the case of practically one man 
against the field, and the man Gov- 
ernor Parker, won through persist- 
ent effort. 

The Louisiana constitutional con- 
vention lasted for 105 days, and was 


composed of 146 members, six of 
whom were women. Most of these 
members were members of the state 
legislature, and naturally were 
chosen for their legislative qualifi- 
cations. Governor John M. Parker, 
afarmer, dominated the convention 
by his strong persunality and his 
support of an educational program 
which embraced the establishment of 
a state agricultural college on a 
basis so broad and costly that the 
lawmakers were astonished and 
could not grasp the educational] idéa 
until it had been constantly ham- 
mered into their inner consciousness. 

$5,000,000 College Wins, 

Taxation in Louisiana has 
the subject of bitter discussion in 
public and legislative halls for 
years, and was no less in the con- 
stitutional convention. Governor 
Parker’s educational program was 
not welcome, for the lawmakers had 
their eyes on the “severance tax” 
to help pay some of the state’s 
expenses aside from the _ schools. 
The “severance tax” is the term 
applied to the revenue derived 
from taxation on oil, gas and 
mineral property. It is the term 
rated entirely trom the other taxes 
and applied for specific purposes, 
In this case the governor decided 
that it should be used in the support 
of the schools, more than for any 
other purpose. Each parish produc- 
ing oil or minerals, however, is to 
receive a certain sum for general 
purposes, and the remainder of the 
severance tax is to go to the school 
fund. 

Governor Parker naturally takes a 
farmer's view of education, not a 
narrow but a broad view. He 
therefore submittted a plan for a 
great state agricultural college to 
cost $5,090,000. This staggered his 
opponents, and they fought the prop- 
osition from the start, but the op- 
position weakened as he discussed 
the matter with the convention del- 
egates, and they finally voted to 
create the greater institution. With 
such an ardent advocate, agricul- 
ture and conservation were written 
into the organic law of the state. 


The five millions for the agricul- 
tural college is not to be applied all 
at once, but will appropriated 
during the years 1522 to 1925, inclu- 
sive, so it will not be such a heavy 
burden. 

Other notable measures 
adopted by the convention which 


make for progress in Louisiana. One 
of the most important waSthe crea- 
tion ofanew educational system for 
the state, consisting of a state board 
with supervisory powers over all 
educational matters. Kight members 
aretobe elective andthree appoint- 
ive. The state superintendent is to 
be appointed by the board. Addi- 
tional taxation was appropriated for 
the schools of the State, to go into 
effect January 1, 1925. 

Under this new taxation, the high- 
er state educational institutions will 
zOt $700,000 more per year. 

A splendid highway 
assured by the measure 
by the convention. Jt appro- 
priates all the license taxes 
on motor cars and 2 cents tax on 
gasoline, which will yield *#bout 
$5,000,000 per year for good roads. 

Considering the fact that Louisiana 
stands practically at the bottom of 
the list in educational progress in 
the United States, the steps taken by 
the organic convention were timely 
and commendable. Statistics from 
the United States department of edu- 
cation show that the average school 
term in Louisiana is 136 days per 
year, or a little less than Seven 
school months. The percentage of 
illiteracy is 29, the lowest in the 
United States. .The average of illit- 
eracy inthe whole country is a little 
less than 8 per cent. 

Georgia in Same Boat. 

Georgia isalmost in the same boat 
as Louisiana as regards education. 
The fight in the legislature against 
appropriations for the commmon and 
higher schools of the state is along 
the same lines as is Louisiana, al- 
though waged from different angles. 

Georgia is slightly better off, edu- 
cationally than Louisiana, according 
to the government statistics. The

United States Commissioner of 
Education P. P. Claxton recently 
commented upon the educational 
situation in Louisiana in the follow- 
ing words: 

“In 1920, but for the year 1919, 
the people of Louisiana paid into 
the federal treasury in income anid 


profit taxes and miscellameous taxes 
the sum of $51,716,000. Their pro- 
portionate part of the customs taxes 
for that year was $5,491,000, making 
a total of $57,207,000 paid in fed- 
eral’ taxes, more than seven times 
as much as the expenditures for 
Public schools and for all norma! 
mig colleges and universities 
for at. year; more than twelve 
times the salaries of all public 
school teachers in that year, and 
only $6,000,000 less than the sala- 
fes of public school teachers for 
50 years. 

“In the same year the state's rev- 
enues for other purposes than for 
education were $5,280,000, and city 
and parish taxes for other purposes 
than education were fully $22,000.- 
000. The total taxes paid by the 
people of Louisiana for other pur- 
poses than education in that year 
were, therefore, not less than $84.- 
000,000. This is more than twelve 
times the cost of all public schools 
and more than eighteen times the 
salaries of ail public schoo! teach- 
ers for that year and considerably 
more than the salaries of all public 
school teachers in all the history of 
the state. 


Chewing Gum vs. Schools,

ed States spent $22,700,000,000 for 
luxuries.

iana is 1.7 per cent of the popula - 
tion of the United States, and it is 
quite probable that the people paid 
their full share of the luxury bill.

Face powders, cosmetics and per- 
fumes cost nearly twice aS much as 
the public schools. Luxurious serv- 
ice, joy rides, pleasure resorts and 
races cost six times as much as 
the publie schoo] bill.

The summer of 1871 saw the birth 
of the New Departure in Georgia, 
the political movement that during 
the fall of the same year did its 
work of sending the Carpet Bagger 
and the Scallywag back north or into 
lasting retirement in the south, re- 
moved the negro from executive 
and legislative posts and restored 
the rule of the white man. 

Is was not until years later, how- 
ever. that the politicians of the re- 
publican party could ever fathom 
how men who had served in the 


Union armies and had moved south 
during the period of reconstruction, 
and native southerners who had 
temporarily deserted democracy to 
fatten on the spoils of Carpetbag- 
ger rule, could ever leave the party 
that had made the policy of spoila- 
tion possible. 


Herald Correspondent 
Predicts Debacle. 


The New York Herald had a 
special corespondent stationed in 
Atlanta that year. He wrote illumi- 
natingly on the subject and while 
the gditors of The Constitution al- 
wavs described his articles as “sen- 
sational,”’ they were always printed 
in full, 

That correspondent saw the New 
Departure Movement as part of the 
political strategy of the republican 
opponents of President Grant to rob 
him of the southern delegations 
in the coming national convention 
of the radical party. 

On the other hand, the contempo- 
rary articles in The Constitution 
show pretty clearly that the’ New 
Departure’s strength lay in the 
combined thought of southerners, 
who were diametrically opposed to 


the irreconcilable attitude to the 
Union of Senator Toombs, and who 
were following the leadership of 
Ben Hill, and northern people who 
had settied in Georgia, and who 
were ashamed, outraged, and dis- 
gusted with the rapacity of the 
radical government of the southern 
states. 

But whatever the causes of the 
New Departure its effect, as. out- 
lined by The Herald and printed in 
The Constitution makes interesting 
reading. Here is what the corres- 
pondent says of Georgla:

Se far as Georgia is concern- 
ed there is no republican party 
in this state. Bullock has gone |

back on it. Brown don’t recog- 
nize it and all the other leaders, 
big fish and sardines, alike, re- 
pudiate it. All are in favor of 
the new departure; and the late 
republican party is now known 
as the “new departurist’— 
whatever that may mean. 

True enough to so-called re- 
publican organ here—a very 
ably edited paper by the way— 
still keeps the name of Grant at 
the head of its editorial page: 
but its politics are deceldedly 
conservative and are anything 
else than in accord with the 
platform of the Ohio radicals 
and the sentiments of Senators 
Sherman and Morton. 

In fact the republican party 
here is as dead as a door nail: 
and I may say that excepting 
South Carolina and Mississipp!, 
it seems to be equally defunct 
in every other southern state. 
A few more months will tell the 
story and I shall be surprised if 
the narrative is at all satisfac- 
tory either to President Grant 
or to the radical party in the 
north. 

No this old correspondent’s Eng- 
lish might not have been exactly 
Addisonian and his fact®’ may have 
been a bit garbled, but when he 
started out to play the prophet. he 
could qualify with the celebrated 
Majors of that learned calling.

With rapid progress made on the 
all-important Silesian question, the 
council was able to take up other 
business on the program, begin- 
ning with the Turco-Greek situa- 
tion. Mr. Lioyd-George said he 
would put the council two ques- 
tions: 

First, whether the time had ar- 
rived for the allies to offer to arm 
bitrate; second, to what extent 
were the allies bound to be neutra) 
and where should the line be drawn 
on the matter of supplying the come 
batants with fizhting materials. 

These questions are to be taken 
under advisement at a later ses- 
sion, when the Russian problem also 
will be discussed, 

Americans at Meeting. 

The American ambassador, Mr. 
Harvey, showed much interest in 
Mr. Lloyd-George’s questions, par- 
ticularlv the second, which involved 
the trading rights of neutrals. Ma- 
jor General Henry T, Allen, with 
the consent of both the state and 
war department, came from Coblenz 
at the request of the ambassador so 
that he might be on hand to supply 
him with information which mili- 
tary questions were discussed, in- 
eluding menalties and the subject of 
Upner Silesia. 

General Allen is a member of the 
Rhineland high commission, under 
the state department and comman- 
der of the American forces of oecu- 
pation under the war department, 
and is regarded as exceptionally in- 
formed about Upper Silesia through 
American intelligence officers of 
hich rank, who were in Upper Sile- 
sin at the time of the rising and

ON TYBEE ISLAND 
BURNED TUESDAY

cial.)—Eleven cottages and 


| ings, including the Curry House, on 


the south end of Tybee island, were 
hurned this afternoon and property 
damage estimated at between $40,- 
000 and $50,000 sustained, with not 
more than $10,000 covering all the 
losses together, by a fire which be- 
gan with the explosion Of an oil 
stove in a cottage. No injuries or 
deaths are reported as a result of 
the blaze. 

Most of the occupants of the cot- 
tages destroyed, in the surf when 
the blaze swept through the Izler 
avenue section of Tybee, lost every- 
thing in their burning dwellings. 
A heavy wind, was blowing, and 
panic prevailed for a time, 4&8 it 
was feared that most of the thickly 
built portion of Tybee would be de- 
stroyed by the flames. 

A number of convicts at work on 
the roads were allowed at their 
own requests to fight the flames, 
and did good work. Roll call re- 
vealed the fact that every one of 
them ‘remained on their jobs. Dense 
smoke from the fire was visible 
from buildings in Savannah, eigh- 
teen miles away. 

The Seabreeze hotel roof caught, 
but heroic work of volunteers with 
the aid of the Fort Screven fire 
fichters saved that building. The 
Tyvbreais was threatened, but did 
not catch fire. The Hotel Tybee 
ig some distance from the Izler 
avenue section, in which the cot- 
tages were burned, and was never 
in danger. Fire apparatus from Sa- 
vannah was entrained and ready to 
go to Tybee when the flames were 
gotten under control, 

There was much excitement in 
Savannah over the report of the 
fire, as hundreds here have their 
summer homes on the island, and 
several lost their places with their 
“summer resort belongings.” There 
was only slight insurance carried 
on any of the houses burned.

HEARINGS ENDED 
N DYE EMBARGO 


Washington, August 9.—Final ar- 
Zuments tor and against a dye em- 
bargo in the next tariff law were 
laid before the senate finance com- 
mittee today, ending another long 
fight waged over the plan which 
has recurred in congress four dif- 
ferent times since the war. The 
committee plans tomorrow to hear 
members of the tariff commission 
on American valuation provisions 
of the Fordney tariff bill and then 
to determine whether the two propo- 
sitions shall be recommended to the 
senate. 

The case of those supporting the 
embargo was concluded by Dr. E. H. 
Kilihetfer, a chemist associated with 
one of the larger dye making con- 
cerns, who said the committee was 
confronted with the alternatives of 
assuring a dye industry by means 
of an import ban or allowing it to 
be destroyed by foreign competition. 
Ruin would come, he added, unless 
restrictions were provided, adding 
that German dye manufacturers re- 
cently had told him while on a visit 
there of their intention to defeat the 
ambitions of American dye makers 
to establih a great industry here. 

Mr. Killhefger denied that the in- 
dustry had been developing in the 
last two years under war-time re- 
strictions, contending that the con- 
dition of uncertainty as to when 
the protection would end had held 
off new capital and expansion. He 
added that to make the industry 
able to meet all comers, it should 
have a five-year embargo. The 
original provision in the present bil] 
was for a three-year ban. 

On the other side of the question, 
George Demming, of Philadelphia, 
representing the Association of 
Hosiery and Underwear Manufac- 
turers, cOntended that there was a 
danger confronting textile makers, 
if they were compelled to depend on 
American dye manufacturers for 
their supplies. They could not sell 
products, he added, which lost all 
semblance of colors once they had 
been laundered. Such a situation, 
he continued, eventually would re- 
sult in American dry goods houses 
going to foreign lands for their 
stocks. 

Mr. Demming also described to the 
committee treatment he said had 
been accorded dye users by the war 
trade section of the state, which 
has jurisdiction over dye import 
licenses. Some of these cases, he 
said, could be construed in no other 
way than “gross carelessness or 
favoritism.” 


TWO ARE CAPTURED 


IN CAR CONTAINING 
LOAD OF WHISKY 


Macon, Ga., August 9.—(Special.) 
Charged with “running” whisky be- 
tween Savannah and Atlanta, H. T. 
Barfield, of Macon, and I. W. John- 
son, of Atlanta, were arraigned be- 
fore United States Commissioner W. 
E. Martin this afternoon. Barfield 
was placed under a bond of $750 
when he pleaded guilty. Johnson’s 
case was continued until August 39, 
and his bond was fixed at $500. 

The two men were arrested near 
Dublin and had in their possession, 
officers declare, ninety-six gallons 
of whisky. Barfield, in a statement 
to the court, assumed all blame for 
the operation of the whisky car. He 
said he purchased the whisky in Sa- 
vannah and that in Swainsboro met 
Johnson, who asked for a ride to 
Macon. Barfield said the car be- 
longed to his father-in-law. 


FUNERAL SERVICES 
FOR JACK H. LEWIS 


TAKE PLACE TODAY 


Funeral ssrvices for Jack H. Lew- 
is, well-known Atlanta business 
man, who died Monday afternoon 
from a self-inflicted ‘bullet wound, 
will be held at 3:30 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon at Patterson’s chapel. In- 
terment in Westview. 

A coroner’s jury, after hearing 
the testimony of five witnesses, re- 
turned a verdict of suicide Tues- 
day. Mrs. Lewis was the principal 
witness. She said: 

“Mv husband has been tn bad 
health for several years and, for the 
past two years, he had been near a 
complete breakdown. He was in the 
hospital from the middle of May un- 
til July 6. Since then he had been 
forced to remain at home, but was 
able to go about the house. He was 
considerably depressed and worried 
a great deal about his condition. 
Monday afternoon, however, he 
seemed to be in better spirits and 
insisted that I go out for a walk, 
which I did. 

“When I got back at 5 o'clock, I 
ecouldn’t find him. I called but 
there was no response. I went to 
the bathroom door and found it lock- 
ed. I ran upstairs and asked Mrs. 
M.G. Phelan, who lives: in the apart- 
ment above, to come down, as Jack 
was in the bathroom and the door 
locked. She came down and called 
for help. Her husband, Dr. H. L. 
Reynolds, and C. W. Fort, one of my 
husband's friensd, came at once. 
They broke in and found my hus- 
band dead.” 

The testimonv of Andrew Ham- 
brick, the janitor. and other wit- 
nessses, corroborated the statement 
of Mrs. Lewis. 

Mr. Lewis was -outheastern man- 
ager for the Dixon Crucible com- 
pany. He was popular among At- 
lanta’s business men, ana was a 
charter member of the Rotary club. 

Mr. Lewis is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Lula Lewis; his mother, who 
lives in Richmond, and two broth- 
ers, William Lewis, of Jacksonville, 
and Charles Lewis, of Richmond.

W idow of Caruso 
Opens Legal Fight 
On Terms. of Will 


Last Testament of Great 
Tenor Leaves Nothing for 
His Daughter, Gloria. 


Rome, August 9.—The beginning 
of what probably will be a long- 
drawn-out legal battle between Mrs. 
Dorothy Benjamin Caruso and other 
relatives of the great tenor, who 
claim a share in the Caruso estate, 
came Tuesday with the opening of 
the will found in Florence in the 


hands of Dr. Vecchietti, administra- 
tor of Caruso’s estates in Tuscany. 

This will, it was discovered when 
the authorities broke the seal in the 
presence of attorneys representing 
Giovanni Caruso and Caruso’s eldest 
est son, now in America, is merely a 
copy of the 1919 will, executed in 
triplicate, and one copy of which is 
deposited with a New York firm. It 
is-said to be invalid under the Ital- 
jan law, since no provision is made 
for Gloria, Caruso’s little daughter. 
The will constituted Giovanni Ca- 
ruso, the tenor’s brother, and the two 
as principal heirs to the 
estate. 

Mrs. Caruso was not present at the 
ceremony Tuesday, and was not rep- 
resented by counsel. *She has. 
however, already filed an appeal 
against the terms of this will in 
behalf herself and Gloria. 

A greater part of Caruso’s estate, 
other than the interest in future 
royalties on phonograph records, is 
in property in Italy. This prop- 
erty, it is apparent, will be distrib- 
uted under the Italian law, which is 
very lenient on the side of the 
widow and children of the deceased. 

A tedious delay will ensue before 
the legal difficulties arising from the 
fact that Caruso failed to correct his 
will and bring it up to date with 
the advent of little Gloria, can be 
adjudicated. 

Mrs. Caruso has announced that 
following a trip to Florense, and 
then to New York, for the purpose 
of concluding the legal matters at- 
tendant uypn settling the American 
estate, she will take up her perma- 
nent residence at Naples with Gio- 
ria, in order to always be near Ca- 
ruso’s tomb.

$350,000 1 108 
N COLUMBUS FIRE 


Columbus, Ga.,, August 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Damage estimated at more 
than $350,000 resulted Tuesday aft- 
ernoon from one of the most spec- 
tacuiar fires seen here in recent 
years, The large warehouse of the 


pletely destroyed in a fire which 
started before 3 o'clock, and the 
five-story Needham building, in th 
heart of Columbus’ business district, 
was gutted by the other blaze, 
which began at about 3 o’clock and 
burned until late in the day. 

Charles Clause, fireman of com- 
pany 3, was badly cut by falling 
zlass at the Needham building fire, 
and several other firemen were tem- 
porarily overcome by smoke, but 
were able to return to their. fight 
with the blaze. 

The loss to the owners of the 
Needham building is estimated at 
about $100,000. Damage to the fer- 
tilizer warehouse was estimated at 
$150,000. The manufacturing plant 
was not damaged, but 16,000 tons 
of fertilizer nearby, valued at $59,- 
000, was destroyed. 

Heavy Clothing Loss. 

The heaviest loss in the burning 
of the Needham building was that 
of the Ed Cohn Clothing company, 
which has occupied the first and sec- 
ond floors since 1904. Mr. Cohn 
declared that his stock, valued at 
$90,000, was a total loss. Damages 
to offices in the upper floors of the 
building brought the estimate of 
loss up to $200,000. 

In an‘ adjoining building, the 
Wheat Drug company and the Mose- 
ley Hardware company § suffered 
damage by water and smoke. 

One of the most’ spectacular 
scenes witnessed here was the burn- 
ing of the fertilizer warehouse, when 
the chemicals caused immense flares 
of green, orange and brilliant yel- 
low flames, that lighted the sky 
and were visible for miles. The 
fire was discovered shortly before 
the Needham building fife. 
city fire department was unable to 
give assistance at this blaze be- 
cause of the breaking out of the 
other fire, and the warehouse burned 
unchecked until destroyed. 

The warehouse was a wooden 
building of great size to which an 
addition had recently been construct- 
ed ata cost of $23,000. H. W. Mur- 
ray, superintendent of the plant, 
said that the cause of the fire was 
not determined. 

General Alarm, 

The fire in the Needham building 
was discovered. by Policeman H. 
Kempton, and a general alarm was 
sounded as soon as Fire Chief Land 
arrived. The entire building was 
soon afterwafd honeycombed with 
flames that darted from the windows 
on every floor. Streams of water 
were poured into the building from 
every side, but the intense heat han- 
dicapped the firemen in combating 
the blaze. Thick smoke made it dif- 
ficult for them to digcover the 
origin of the fire, found to be in 
the basement. The building is own- 
ed by R. W. Needham, by whom it 
was constructed 23 years ago. 

The fertilizer plant on Bull Creek 
was built in 1909 for the Georgia 
Fertilizer company, of which'J. C. 
Fletcher, of Columbus, was one of 
the organizers. Later it passed into 
the possession of the Tennessee 
Fertilizer corporation,. when Mr. 
Fletcher withdrew from the organ- 
ization, and about six years ago it. 
was bought by the Armour Fertilizer 
company, Officials of the companv 
said the warehouse would be re- 
built at once. 


FREE AMERICANS NUI 
YET OUT OF RUSSIA 


Washington, August 9.—Americans 
who have been imprisoned in Russia 
were expected to reach the frontier, 
on their way to freedom, either 
Tuesday night or Wedensday morn- 
ing, according to advices reaching 
the state department. 

Official information indicated the 
Americans would leave soviet Rus- 
sia by way of Reval, in Esthonia, 
rather than Riga, the Letvian city. 
As the Americans reach the border 
they will be “checked off” officially 
by representatives of the state de- 
partment and the relief administra- 
tion. 

In addition to seven Americans 
who were imprisoned, twenty or 
thirty have been detained in various 
ways. 

If their release is accomplished, 
negotiations for the food relief of 
Russia will open Wedensday be- 
tween Walter L. Brown, representa- 
tive of the relief administration, and 
soviet agents. Brown will demand 
absolute freedom of action for the 
relief workers. —

STRONG CONTINUES 
RESERVE DEFENSE 


Governor of New York 
Reserve Bank Tells of 
Supervision Over Banks 
Securing Loans. 


Washington, August §.—New 
York banks which obtained great 
sums in federal reserve loans dur- 
ing the money stringency last fall 
were closely supervised, Governor 
Strong, of the New York Reserve 
bank, testified today before a con- 
gressional committee. He intro- 
duced the confidential and almost 
daily reports at the time upon 
“bank number six,” which he iden- 
tified as an institution which kept 
$130,000,000 in reserve lodns and 
was “engaged largely in specula- 
tive operations.” John Skelton 
Williams, former comptroller of the 
currency and chief,of the reserve 
Syagjem’s critics, when called before 
the commission recently, referred 
to such a bank as having been un- 
duly favored. 

/‘We ascertained the cause of 
credit demands, because we want- 
ed to know whether loans were 
justified,” Governor Strong” said, 
“and if the money was necessary 


to legitimate needs of the business 
in the country, we furnished it. If 
the stock exchange loan accounts 
of banks appeared to be rising we 
would warn bankers that reserve 
money was not loaned for that pur- 
pose. One of these institutions es- 
timated for us that it might need 
as much as $80,000,000 merely to 
handle export shipments of cotton. 

“Now, the comptroller (Mr. Wil- 

liams) didn’t know these things. It 
didn’t concern him and I for one 
never discussed it with him.” 
' Governor Strong said he “hesi- 
tated to make the statement” that 
| stock exchange loans would be re- 
stricted in the emerfencies, “be- 
cause it isn’t our function to con- 
trol stock exchange movements and 
market places where speculative 
risks are assumed to have a place 
in the great economie fabric of the 
country. vi 

He repeated denials that the in- 
creased reserve interest rates forc- 
ed breaks in commodity prices and 
said the reserve system “had fos- 
tered and increased the sentiment 
that producers and business enter- 
prises should be carried through 
the emergency.” He pointed to ex- 
pansion of reserve loans which 
took place during the period as 
proving that the New York bank 
“far from restricting loans, e¢Xr 
tendéd credits to the point _ which 
has drawn criticism upon us.’ 

Goveronr Strong asserted Ri the 
lending in 1920 of $240,000,000 from 
the reserve system for agricultural 
credits indicated that, by the mul- 
tiplication of bank credits, prob- 
ably $2,000,000,000 in § first-hand 
loans to producers were extant at 
the period.

DISARMING MEET 


Harding Will Voice What 
This Country Expects 
When World Delegates 
Assemble in Washington

Washington, August 9.—President 
Harding in an address of welcome 
to delegates attending the disarma- 
ment conference on its opening day, 
November 11, will set forth the 
broad hopes of the United States in 
the work of the conclave. 

The white house Tuesday, in con- 
firming this purpose of the presi- 
dent, exclusively forecast in thesé 


dispatches, further made it plain 
that with the formal calling togeth- 
er of the conference, Harding would 
consider his own personal part in 
the picture as ended. He will not 
participate in the negotiations of 
whatever conventions may be draft- 
ed during the momentous sessions.

Call Will Be Issued Soon. 


The formal call will probably be 
issued very soon now because Ja- 
pan, the last of the interested na- 
tions to be heard from, has formally 

otified the state department she 
s “very glad” to acquiesce in the 
date, November 11, suggested by 
Harding. 

It has now heen officially con- 
firmed, also, that while the Ameri- 
can delegation hopes and expects 
that there will be the widest pub- 
licity given the work of the con- 
ference., it would be impracticable 
to have all negotiations open either 
to the public or to the press. 
The gtate department plans to have 
Washington correspondents later 
appoint a committee to confer with 
Secretary Hughes on the whole 
question of conference publicity. 
Meantime it is the hope of the pres- 
ident that the question of an “open 
conference will not be gaised as an 
issue to disturb the atmosphere 
about the conference.

STATE 10 PROFIT 
BY HIGHWAY BILL 


Compromise o the conflicting 
highway measur of, United States 
Senator Townsend and Congress- 
man Dowell has been reached. by 
the senate cOmmittee on postoffices 
and post roads, with) results favor- 
able in the main to the American 
Association of State Highway of- 
ficials, who spensored the Dowell 
bill, according to a statement Tues- 
day afternoon by W. R. Neel, of 
Atlanta, a member of the executive 
committee of the association, and 
chief engineer of the State Highway 
department of Georgia. 
“The only objectionable feature 
of the compromise,” stated Mr. Neel, 
“is the inclusion of Senator Town- 
send’s resolution calling for the cre- 
ation of @ Federal Highway com- 
mission, which replaces the secre- 
tary of agriculture, and delegates 
to the three members of it’ the 
power of decreeing the type_ of 
road the state must construct. For- 
merly the secretary of agricultuge 
held this power, but generally he 
confirmed the proposals of the state 
highway boards as to the type of 
road construction to be used. 


Favors Use of Cement. 


“Senator Townsend’s expressed 
opinion regarding road construction 
is that federal aid should be given 
to the building of permanent inter- 
state roads, cement being the type 
of construction. In Georgia our 
roads are so undeveloped that we 
are forced to build sand-clay or top 
soil roads, because of the cheaper 
price. If we are compelled to use 
cement, the majority of our county- 
roads would, 
because of the high price of con- 
struction, remain undeveloped. 

“It is our hope that the commis- 
sion will agree with our highway 
board’s proposals. It would not be 
surprising, however, if the cement 
and truck manufacturers of this 
country influenced the commission 
to compel the use of cement road 
construction by the various states.” 
Federal aid by this compromis 
will be distributed to the st s 
upon the basis of a 7 per cent sys- 
tem, as called for in the Dowell 
bill. As the bill will appropriate 


pected to run through a speech the. 


$1v0,U00,000 to the various states, 
Georgia will receive $2,700,000 a 
year fur a period of two years. 
This share is based on Georgia’s 
area, road mileage and population, 
and allots her two and geven-tenths 
of the entire appropriation. 


5,600 Miles of Roads, 


Georgia possesses an 80,000 road 
mileage, and on the 7 per cent basis 
will be entitled to improve 5,600 
miles Of roads, Georgia can thus 
develop her farm-to-market and 
county-seat-te-county-seat roads, 
which would have been impossible 
if the Townsend bill had passed. 
It proposed al per cent system 
which would have given federal aid 
to only 800 miles of Georgia roads. 

Under the Dowell-Townsend com- 
promise, the usual system of feder- 
al-state co-operation will be con- 
tinued. Each state furnishes for 
road development an amount equal 
to its appropriation from the feder- 
al government, The money may be 
obtained in any possible way. The 
Townsend bill would have made the 
state governments supply the 
amount matching the federal. dona- 
tion. Mr. Neel states that this would 
have prevented Georgia from re- 
ceiving federal aid for two years, 
because it would be necessary to 
amend the state constitution. 

Following is a statement contain- 
ing the important provisions of the 
biH as compromised. It was receiv- 
ed by Mr. Neel from W. M. Mark- 
ham, legislative representative of 
the American Association of State 
Highway Officials. 


Statement From Markham. 


“The Townsend and Dowell bills 
are to be incorporated in a swbsti- 
tute .measuUre upon the following 
basis: (1) There is to be a federal 
highway commission, as provided for 
in Senator Townsend’s measure; (2) 
Federal aid is to be distributed upon 
the basis of a 7 per cent system, as 
called for in the Dowell bill; (3) Fed- 
eral aid to be distributed to public 
land states as provided in the Dowell 
bill; (4) No military men are to be 
put on the highway work; (5) States 
are left to secure funds for meeting 
federal aid as under the present’ 
law; (6) An appropriation of! 
$100,000.000 a year is to» be 
made, covering a period of two 
vears. Senator Townsend. it is 
understood, will weld the two 
measures together, covering the ! 


points outlined above, and have the} 


substitute bill ready for committee 
consideration and definite action 
this week.” 

Relative to section No. 3, “that 
federal aid shall be distributed to 
public land states as provided in the 
Dowell bill,” it is known that sec- 
tlon 22 of Senator Townsend’s bill 
“did not include ‘reservations’ and 
other lands withheld from possible 
taxation in certain western states” 
in the percentage of benefit allowed 
other states in the appropriation. 
Under the Dowell bill, and as it is 
included in the compromise, 
federal government will pay a Yust 
ratio of the cost of a highway in 
proportion that the land owned or 
controled is to the total land in such 
state. It is a necessary provision, 
according to the American Associa- 
tion of State Highway Officials, be- 
cause the federal government owns 
large tracts of land in eleven west- 
ern states, and 90 per cent of the 
acreage of Nevada.
